‘Will of Richard Sontag of 
Deo. 1, 1939, Upheld by 
Judge Warmer

Decision was announced by 
Judge Warmer of the Super- 
jor Court at San Bernardino 
‘Wednesday upholding the last 


will and testament of Rich- 
ard Sontag, bearing date of 
Dec. 1, 1989. This was the 


will that the late Mr. Sontag had 
made several months prior to his 
death, and in which he had ap- 
pointed Richard Ibanez of Up- 
Jand as executor. The court de- 
nied the petitions for the probate 
of two other wills that had been 
presented at the same time. 


INVALID WILL CLAIMED 


When Mr. Ibanez offered this 
will for probate several months 
ago, it was immediately contest- 
ed by Fred Schulhof, who alleg- 
ed that the final will was invalid 
for several reasons. Mr. Schul- 
hof also presented a will, dated 
July 11, 1936, in which he was 
made executor of the Sontag 
estate, which amounts to be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000. 

At the same time, Ray C. Nor- 
ton of Upland also contested the 
will that had been presented by 
Mr. Ibanez and offered another 
dated Nov. 10, 1938, in which he 
was named executor. The bene- 
ficiaries named in the will pre- 
sented by Mr. Ibanez and in the 
will presented by Mr. Norton 
were practically identical, all of 
the estate going to certain rela- 
tives in Germany, save that in 
the will presented by Mr. Ibanez 
$100 bequests were made to Mrs. 
E. L, Eyer of Upland and to one 
of the churches in Upland. 

THREE-DAY TRIAL 

During the three-day trial over 
tHese wills, Mr. Ibanez was as- 
sisted by Edward E. Gray, Upland 
attorney, and Mr. Norton by At- 
torney Fred Wilson of San Ber- 
nardino; while Mr. Schulhof was 
represented by Los Angeles at- 
torneys. The German consulate 
also intervened in the matter and 
was represented by its attorney. 

While this question has not yet 
arisen in the matter, it is thought 
probable that upon the conclu- 
sion of the probate the court will 
require the executor to retain all 
of the assets of the estate on hand 
and not forward them to the rel- 
ative in Germany until the war 
is over. This precedent in regard 
to German heirs has been estab- 
lished in probate cases in Cali- 
fornia, as the courts apparently 
consider the heirs probably would 
never receive their legacies un- 
der present conditions.

How About This County? 





District Attorney Buron Fitts will soon retire from his 
official position in Los Angeles county after 12 years of ser- 
viee. Los Angeles newspapers forecast that his successor, 


John Dockweiler, will conduct a ‘‘elean up’’ eampaign. A 


columnist, writing in a weekly news service, also forecasts 


‘‘a series of graft prosecutions and explosions that will stir 
up the whole countryside, opening up a war to the finish 
against the so-called ‘gambling syndicate’.”’ 

If there have been gambling rings, racketeering and 
other gross unlawful operations in Los Angeles county, why 


does it take a change of administration to begin a fight 
against them? Do incumbents become too smug in their posi- 
tion and too unconcerned with conditions to relentlessly con- 
duct a ‘‘clean up’’ campaign? 

Of course, talk of a ‘‘clean up’’ campaign in Los Angeles 
county may be just so much drivel. That such a campaign 
seems justified, however, appears likely from reports. It, 
of course, is unnecessary to point out that Angeles 
county is bordered by San Bernardino county. What goes 
on in ome county might very logically affect a neighboring

county. 
Just as Los Angeles county’s newly elected district at- 


torney is apparently going to take stock of what is going on, 
so we might here in this county scrutinize conditions. We 
do not in any way infer that anything needs ‘‘cleaning up’’, 
but we believe citizens and publie officials alike should be 
constantly alert to keep the record clean. Occasionally, 
there is ‘‘talk’’ about conditions by individual citizens. No 
doubt, publie officials also get this ‘‘talk’’. 

Citizens of this county have a very high regard for the 
public officials in the courthouse at San Bernardino and 
throughout the county. On many oceasions, the county’s 
government has been singled out as an outstanding ex- 
ample of efficiency. People have faith in their officials; 
they expect District Attorney Jerome Kavanaugh and 
Sheriff Emmett Shay to see that no ‘‘gambling and under- 
world’’ conditions prevail. 

Their staffs are constantly alert and are always ready to 
remove any sign of ‘‘big city lawlessness’’. Citizens of this 
county are depending upon their officials to conduct a con- 
tinuous ‘‘clean up’’ campaign. That is, if any ‘‘clean up”’ 
campaign is necessary, the county’s present officials should 
be able to conduct it, without waiting for the stimulus of an 
election.

Dear Sir: 

Going to church means a great 
deal to me and plays a significant 
part in my life as it does in the 
lives of many of my friends. I go 
to church to worship. The church 
is a sanctuary set aside where I 
may go with my fellow townspeo- 
ple to attune myself to the Divine 
Spirit, to try to make myself a 
better channel for that Spirit, 
without which I believe no prob- 
lems can be solved, I do not go 

| primarily to listen to the sermon 
or music or sing the hymns, al- 
though these are important parts 
of the service, Many people go 
to church and relax in the pew 
to be entertained by the music and 
perhaps stimulated by the sermon. 
I believe success in the life of the 

Spirit requires effort and work, 
the same as success in any other 
part of life. The act of worship 
denands mental and spiritual con- 
centration. The supine attitude on 
the part of many churchgoers is 
one of the weaknesses of the 

church, ' 

Some people say they prefer to 
practice their religion alone or in 
contact with nature. The person- 

al communion with the Infinite, 
which we feel when in contact 
with the beauties of nature or in 
solitary meditation is a very real 
‘thing, fbut it does not take the 
Ee of the fellowship of the 
church. The purpose of the church 
is to provide a fellowship for those 
who are seeking the guidance of 
the Holy Spirit in their daily 
lives. The church is more than 
the sum of its individual members, 
No matter how deep a spiritual 
life we as individuals may have, to 
be a power in the community and 
society as a whole it must be har- 
nessed with the gpirits of other 
lives. 

Those who do not have. the 

background of an early assocta- 
tion with the church have missed 
part of their heritage. Since our 
public schools provide for no deni- 
| nite religious instruction and many 
| of our modern homes are lax in 
this respect, too many of our chil- 
dren are growing up with only the 
vaguest notion of the source of 
the Christian principles upon 
which our American society 1s 
based. That seems to me to be 
one of the most important reasons 
for attending church regularly, 
for essential religious instruction 
which we get in no other place, 

Anyone who has been out of 
touch with the church for years 
and has supported it in no way, 
is not in a position to judge it 
by a casual visit. If the church 
deserves criticism (and it does) 

if is a judgment on us, as Chris- 
tians. The irresponsibility of 
| nominal Christians is at the bot- 
j tom of it. We might say the so- 
| called failure of the church is 
{ another indication of the softness 
of the age. Why should we sit 
idly by, waiting for the church 
to give us something which can 
only be had by seeking it and 
working for it aggressively? We 
hear it said again and again that 
what this world needs is a spir- 
itual awakening. If all who feel 
that way were sincere enough to 
really do something about it, we
